Tragedy in real life.—On the 14th of July last, a new grand 
Opera was performed at the Theatre, at Rio Janiero, in which a 
beautiful Portuguese dancer, namedRicciadinaSoares,was to dance 
the Cachuca ; thunders of applause were lavished on the fair 
dancer, which redoubled as she reached the orchestra to make her 
curtsey, in a moment she uttered the most fearful shrieks, and 
fell senseless on the stage; she was borne to her dressing room, 
and in a few minutes the Manager came forward, and announced 
that Ricciadina was so dreadfully burnt by some corrosive liqui: 
thrown at her by one of the audience, that she would be dreac- 
fully disfigured, if her life was saved. A roar of indignation 
followed this announcement, and all eyes were instantly turned 
to the box of the Marchioness D’Ossara, who had, however, left 
the house. The Count de Zermiga instantly followed her home, 
and bursting into her boudoir, cried ‘‘ Ricciadina is dying, anc 
you are her murderess!’” ‘he Marchioness replied “ Well I 
avow it, but it was love for thee prompted me to the act, and it does 
not become thee to reproach me for it.”” TheCount instantly seized 
one of the pillows of the sofa on which the Marchioness reclinec, 
and pressed it on her face till she expired; in her dying struggles 
the wretched woman upset a table, which caused her domestics 
to rush into the room, but too late to save their mistress, she was 
dead.. It appears that the Count was on the point of marrying the 
Marchioness, who was old enough to be his mother, but im- 
mensely rich, whilst his heart was devoted to the beautiful 
young dancer. When the last accounts left Rio Janiero, the poor 
dancer was about {o undergo an operation on the jugular artery, 
as the only means of saving her life from the effects of the aqua- 
fortis.

Festivals. 

A French paper says that M. De Beriot, the husband of the 
late lamented Malibran, is about to marry the daughter of the 
French Consul at Brussels. Oo Thursday, M. Alexander Dumas, 
read a new Tragedy, entitled Caligula, to the actors of the The- 
atre Frangais; it is to be produced immediately. 

The German scientific men, during their visit to Prague, have 
been treated to a concert, at which an English lady, Miss Ade- 
laide Kemble, is represented to have particularly distinguished 
herself.— Berlin Paper.
